Applicant has 
amended the claims to recite allowable subject matter as defmed by the examiner and set forth 
below. Applicant reserves the right to file a continuation application to further prosecute the rejected 
subject matter. 

III. 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 10, 16 and 17 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barry and Connard, III in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,927,461 to Jamieson. Applicant has amended 
the claims to recite allowable subject matter as defined by the examiner and set forth below. 
Applicant reserves the right to file a continuation application to further prosecute the rejected subject 
matter. 

IV. Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended claims 4, 1 1 and 1 5 to recite subject matter deemed allowable by the 
examiner. Applicant reserves the right to file a continuation application to further prosecute the 
rejected subject matter. New claims 24-28 are patterned af^er canceled dependent claims, 3, 8, 9, 10 
and 14, respectively, requiring the proper dependency and order.
